"The intellect, the memory, the imagination, the will not to speak of the physi¬ 
cal faculties, all require training and the most important part of education, is 
not so much that of the intellect as that of the will. In the formation of the 
good citizen, intellectual instruction alone will never supply the deficiency of 
the will. On the contrary, the better instructed intellectually, if the will is 
perverted towards wrong, the more dangerous will that man be to his fellow- 
man and to society in general. "

Doesn't that suggest to your minds what a 
grand thing it would be, and what a devout consummation, if we by our 
prayers and good example, could bring back to our fold all those prodi¬ 
gal children who have fallen away from the Church, no matter where the 
blame for their lapse may lie.
